VILLAGE TO HAVE 
NEW FIRE ENGINE, 


Swansea Voters Reject Bond 
Issue Second Time — 
Pumper Due March 1. 


Members of the Village Board of 
Swansea, adjoining Belleville to the 
north, are, going to have to, think 
fast between now and March 1. On 
that day a brand-new $4750 fire 
pumper which the board has or- 
dered will arrive from the manu- 
facturer, and as yet nobody knows 
where it will be kept. 


The purchase resulted from an 
announcement last summer by the 
Belleville Fire Department that it 
no longer would respond to 
outside the city limits, leaving 
Swansea without fire protection for 
its 2500 residents. 

On Dec. 5, a special election was 
held on a proposal for a $10,000 bond 
issue to buy a pumper, build a sta- 
tion and establish a volunteer fire 
department. The proposition was 
defated, 236 to 171, but the Village 
Board went ahead a week later and 
ordered the pumper anyway, agree- 
ing to pay for it on the installment 
plan. 

A new election was held yester- 
day on the proposal, in the hope the 
voters would have changed their 
minds, but they had not. The vote 
was 165 against and only 147 in fa- 
vor. Now the village soon will have 
a fire engine and no place to keep it.

The ruling, announced by Referee 
Charles Rubinoff of the Michigan 
Unemployment Compensation Com- 
mission, excludes from benefits ap- 
proximately 23,000 employes ~ of 
three Chrysler plants in which he 
found strikes had occurred. 

It upsets a decision by the com- 
mission, made last Nov. 10, that all 
Chrysler employes were “directly 
interested” in the dispute and thus 
were ineligible for compensation 
under the Michigan law. 6 

“Mere Membership” Not Proof. 

“Mere membership in a union 
which is the bargaining agency for 
all the workers is not proof of par- 
ticipation” in any dispute involving 
other members of the union, Rubi- 
noff ruled. 

The Referee’s decision covered 
the employes of 10 Chrysler plants 
in the Detroit area. He ruled that 
workers in seven units—Plymouth, 
Chrysler-Kercheval, Chrysler-Jef- 
ferson, De Soto, Highland Park, 
Amplex, and the transportation de- 
partment—‘“shall be paid benefits, 
if otherwise eligible, without dis- 
qualification.” 

Some Disqualified. 

Hourly employes of the Dodge 
main plant, key unit where a dis- 
puté over what the management 
charged were production slow- 
downs” led to suspension of vir- 
tually all the corporation’s automo- 
bile production operations, were dis- 
qualified. Workers in the Dodge 
truck and Dodge forge plants,

ON TOUCHING PAPER 


No Smearing and No Offset on 
Back of Sheet, Chemical 
Engineer Reports. 
NEW TORK, Feb. (AP)—4 
new kind of printer's i 
hard like lumps of coal, was de- 
scribed to the Technical Associa- 
tion of the Pulp and Paper Indus- 
try today. 
To print, the ink is melted, and 
it “freezes” as it touches the paper 
having room temperature. Ink 
and type are kept hot by water al- 
most boiling, circulating in contact 
with the fountain or “inkwell” and 
the type rollers of a printing press. 
The new ink means higher speed 
and more clarity in printing, re- 
gardless of type oi paper, said 
Frank B. Breyer, New York chemi- 
cal engineer, who made the report 
Breyer said the new ink “froze” 
so quickly on touching paper that 
there was no smearing of moist ink 
and no offset on the back of a 
printed sheet. 
With the new ink, he said, there 
is no limit to printing speed except 
the limitations of the presses.

Rejects Regulation Ap- 
plied by Auditor Smith to 
St. Louis Firm. 


te Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 21. — 
an income tax regulation of State 
Auditor Forrest Smith which at- 
tempted to apply the State income 
tax to that part of a Missouri cor- 
poration’s business which was 
transacted entirely outside the 
State, between branch plants and 
buyers in other states, was knocked 


eut today by Division No. 2 of the 
issouri Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court reversed that 

rt of a ruling by Circuit Judge 
Harry F. Russell of St. Louis, hold- 
ing that the F. Burkart Manufac- 
turing Co. of St. Louis must pay 
$4397 in additional income taxes 
levied by Smith on income from 
business of the company between 
its branch plants in Michigan, Penn- 
syivania and Arkansas and custo- 
mers outside Missouri. 

The lower court ruling, set aside 
today, sustained a contention of the 
auditor that this business was 
transacted partly within and partly 
eutside the state, although the 
goods involved never were shipped 
in or out of Missouri, and there 
fore was subject to provisions of 
the income law on allocation, for 
axation, of income from business 

rtly within and partly outside 
Missouri. 

Basis of Decision. 

Commissioner Henry J. Westhues, 
who prepared the opinion reversing 
the lower court judgment, held the 
only Missouri connection with the 
business involved was that the com- 
pany owning the branch plants was 
g Missouri corporation and the busi- 
ness was directed by executives in 
Missouri. He held that did not 
make the sales from the outside 
plants “transactions partly within 
and partly outside Missouri.” 

“Had the Legislature intended 
that the income derived from all 
sales by domestic corporations 
made outside of this State, be in- 
cluded as a basis for income tax, it 
could have said so in plain terms, 
Commissioner Westhues said. “This 
was not done 

All of the three judges of Division 
No. 2 concurred. 

The Supreme Court last Septem- 
ber invalidated another regulation 
by Smith seeking to collect income 
tax on some of the interstate busi- 
ness of Missouri companies, in a de- 
cision which had the effect of sus- 
taining a part of Judge Russell's 
judgment in the Burkart company 
case, abating some of the taxes 
levied against the company. 

Previous Adverse Decision. 

That regulation, declared void in 
a test case instituted by the Arto- 
phone Corporation of St. Louis, 
would have compelled Missouri cor- 
porations with no branch offices 
outside Missouri, to pay State in- 
come taxes on all of their net in- 
come, wherever derived, while do- 
mestic corporations with branches 
outside the State were required to 
pay the State tax on only half of 
their transactions partly within and 
partly outs‘de the State. 

Had that regulation been sus- 
tained it would have resulted in col- 
lection of about $1,000,000 a year in 
additional income taxes from Mis- 
souri corporations, the Auditor’s de- 
partment estimated.

VILLAGE PAYS ALL 
TAXES WITH ITS 
OWN POWER PLANT 


Vermont Town Has Money 
Left After Meeting Munici 


(AP).—Taxes don't bother the 1800 
inhabitants of this northern Ver- 
mont village due to a little fore- 
sight and a municipal electric plant. 

In 1894, the village built a power 
house two miles down stream on 
th. Lamoille River. Last year, the 
plant produced 6,500,000 kilowatt 
hours of current and collected 
enough money for it to pay out $25,- 
000. on public improvements, the 
village tax and other expenses. 
There was money left to put in the 
bank, 

The prosperity of the village 1s 
evident in tree-lined streets, miles 
of concrete roadways and side- 
walks, hundreds of street lights 
and modern fire fighting equip- 
ment. a 

The city’s power lights homes 
and stores, runs the mills and fac- 
tories and creameries, cooks the 
meals, guides traffic and operates 
a spring-fed water system. 

There has been no village tax in 
Morrisville for five years.

Teachers’ College Inspection. 

At the request of Max G. Baron. 
a member of the Instruction Com- 
mittee, the other members of the 
committee, Dr. Hofmeister and 
John A. Fieischli, assented infor- 
mally to an examination of Harris 
and Stowe teachers’ colleges next 
week by representatives of the 
North Central Association of Col- 
leges and Secondary Schools, who 
will be here for a school conven- 
tion.

There is nothing wrong with the 
colleges, but it would be desirable 
to have their work checked, said 
Baron, asserting that last year's 
Strayer survey of the school sys- 
tem paid little attention to the 
colleges. He was of the opinion 
that a thorough inquiry could be 
made in the course of a week and 
that the cost would be only about 
$200. The scope of the inquiry 
would have to be determined bv 
the investigators, he said. 

Murphy’s Retirement Demanded. 

A resolution calling for the’ re- 
moval of Richard Murphy from the 
school board, because of his sale 
of bonds to Gerling at excessive 
prices as an investment of relief 
funds in Gerling’s custody, has 
been sent to the board, Murphy 
and the Public School Patrons’ Al- 
liance by the Woodward School 
Patrons’ Association. It was 
adopted by the association, meet- 
ing at the school last Thursday. 
The association demands either 
that Murphy resign, that the board 
expel him or that the alliance file 
suit in Circuit Court to have him 
ousted. 

Murphy disqualified himself as a 
member by his sales to Gerling, the 
resolution declares, adding that his 
actions brought the school system, 
the board, the superintendent and 
the city into disrepute and that the 
people will not have confidence in 
the board while Murphy remains on 
it. As a member of the patrons’ al- 
liance, the association says, it feels 
it is the duty of the alliance and 
other civic groups to express indig- 
nation over the situation “and not 
to take a passive stand such as the 
alliance has done.“ Murphy has 
been seriously ill.

The Public School Playground 
Mothers’ Circle, headed by Mrs. 
Harry W. Hoffman, meeting yes- 
terday, voted to urge Mayor Dick- 
mann to appoint Mrs. Laura S. Ed- 
wards to the vacancy on the school 
board caused by the resignation of 
Arthur A. Blumeyer. Mrs. Edwards 
is parliamentarian for various 
school mothers’ organizations.

Gourley Tried Unsuccessfully, 
Says President MacDonald— 
Now After Bremen Co, 


An attempt of Wilbur L. Gourley, 
promoter who is trying to buy con- 
trolling interest of the Bremen 
Bank & Trust Co. to gain control 
of the Normandy State Bank, 7301 
Natural Bridge road, last month 
ended in failure, William MacDon- 
ald, president of the bank, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today. 

Gourley, who told a reporter he 
had arranged the sale of the State 
Bank of Wellston and a bank in 
Ferguson before going into the ef- 
fort to acquire controlling interest 
of the 72-year-old_ Bremen Bank, 
has stated publicly that he had a 
fourth deal under way but would 
not disclose the name of the bank. 

As in the struggle for the con- 
trol of the Bremen bank, disclosed 
in the Post-Dispatch yesterday, 
Gourley declined to tell the Nor- 
mandy Bank officials the name of 
the prospective purchasers, Mac- 
Donald said. 

After Gourley started getting op- 
tions to purchase the stock of a 
few stockholders, MacDonald said, 
the Normandy Bank officers and 
stockholders put an end to the 
proposed purchase by declining to 
sign options and Gourley was able 
to obtain only a few options, Mac- 
Donald said. MacDonald, who also 
heads a contracting firm at 3829 
West Pine boulevard, told a re- 
porter he owned almost a major- 
ity of the outstanding stock and 
was able to control the other stock 
necessary to retain control of the 
bank. 

The bank has capital stock of 
$50,000, $25,000 surplus, and $7000 
in undivided profits, MacDonald 
said, He said the stock had a book 
value of $160 a share but did not 
know how much Gourley had of- 
fered for the stock in his option 
purchases. 

Agents of Joseph L. Rehme, vice- 
president of Taussig, Day & Co., 
investment brokers, have been of- 
fering holders of Bremen stock $180 
a share under options for stock that 
has had a market value between $92 
and $100. Rehme, former head of 
the Lafayette-South Side Bank & 
Trust Co., now in liquidation, is 
acting in behalf of Gourley.

The trench, of course, does not 
cover us completely — ahead we 
can see the bobbing helmets, just 
over the surface of the snow, of 
a file of soldiers on their way back 
to rest camp.

Mrs. Michael, 
in my estimation, was one of the out- 
standing members, and if I am not mis- 
taken, I believe it was Mrs. Lowenhaupt, 
another woman member, who insisted 
upon a survey. It was this Strayer sur- 
vey which brought to light the rotten 
conditions existing in our school system. 

There is no question that the four 
men whose names were submitted to the 
Mayor are capable of filling the office. 
It looks, however, as if there will be 
three vacancies on the board this year. 
The League of Women Voters should 
have insisted upon every one of these 
vacancies being filled by a woman.

Two circumstances make it particularly urgent 
that the State Supreme Court review the conduct 
of its agent in the Graves case. One is the fact 
that Prosecuting Attorney Graves and State Su- 
preme Court Judge Tipton are former partners in 
a Kansas City law firm. The other is the related 
fact that State Bar Committee Member Grover 
is a former law office associate and intimate of 
Graves. Committee and court alike should be 
eager to remove anything which might even re- 
motely resemble any improper influences or favor- 
itism. 

The case against Graves becomes more and more 
damaging. Last week Joe Evola, Kansas City gang- 
ster, pleaded guilty to a charge of possessing stolen 
property based on an arrest nearly four years ago. 
This was only one of the cases which have dragged 
their weary way through the Kansas City courts with 
the aid of Graves’ continuances. The long-drawn-out 
cases of such underworld characters as Charles 
Gargotta and Charles Carollo—both now behind the 
bars—are in the same group. Graves’ other delin- 
quencies are flagrant and numerous. 

More than a year ago, Gov. Stark said that 
Graves’ “continuous failure to prosecute ghastly 
felonies justifies his immediate removal from of- 
fice.” Graves has been severely criticised publicly 
by at least two Circuit Judges in Kansas City, 
Judges Brown and Buzard. There is no question 
about his double betrayal of trust, as a public officer 
and as a member of the bar. Yet he remains in “good 
standing“ in the legal profession. 

What do the Judges of the Missouri Supreme 
Court, individually and collectively, think about it? 
Are they satisfied? Are they willing to watch the 
State Bar Administration go down in public esteem 
because of its continuous failure to perform an ob- 
vious duty?

Norway, Sweden and Den- 
mark were able to live through the last war without 
becoming involved only because they were resigned 
to being knocked about a bit by both sides.

Gustav, is firmly resisting the demand of the “Ac- 
tivists” for direct military aid to their neighbors and 
cultural kinsmen, the Finns. The report is current 
that the Nazi Government has guaranteed the Swe- 
dish border against violation by Russia in case 
Russia should conquer and “co-ordinate” Finland. 

But even if this guarantee has been given and 
is to be taken at its face value, it still does not 
make the Scandinavian countries feel sevure. For 
their greatest threat is from the pan-Gerinanism of 
the Nazis themselves. So the Scandinavian. countries 
sit in fear and wait. 

If they come through this crucial era with their 
independence intact, they may see the wisdom of 
pooling both their sovereignty and their resources 
for purposes of national defense.

HUNDRED years ago last Friday, Feb. 
. Henry Watterson was born in Wash- 
ington, His fame and influence were so 
great over so long a period in American 
history that a centennial memoir may not 
be out of order in this place. 


It was the writer’s privilege—as Wash- | 


ington correspondent and editorial manager 
of Mr. Wattersen’s Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal—to serve him intimately as chief of staff 
and to compile the only book-form record 
of editorials which interested and - stirred 
this country as none before or since. 3 

Mr. Watterson was the last of the great 
personal editors. Since his death in 1921, 
writers of syndicated editorial articles have 
attained national audiences and fame. Yet 
though these newcomers to the field of edi- 
torial journalism have the advantages of 
instantaneous nation-wide publication and 
access to the radio, neither of which he had, 
probably not all of them in combination 
have approximated his standing as national 
oracle, crusader and citizen of the world. 
He was part owner of his newspaper and 
wrote with that consequent responsibility. 

During Mr. Watterson’s active working 
period of over 50 years, his writings were 
more widely reprinted, quoted and heeded 
than those of any other journalist; and his 
personality became a legend. For most of 
that half-century, readers of his newspaper 
turned first to the editorial page to see what 
“Marse Henry” was saying. And, when he 
chose, his sayings were republished through- 
out the country with comment according to 
their matter and their tone. 


The highest newspaper standards, amaz- 
ing experiences in America and Europe 
and a zest for politics were in him supple- 
mented by a rhythmic rhetoric and a sense 
of timing which inevitably and constantly 
attracted the limelight. 

Without radio or syndication, his phrases 
endured in popular speech and memory: 
“Turn the rascals out“ (1876), “a tariff for 
revenue only” and “the star-eyed goddess 
of tariff reform” (1884), “through a slaugh- 
terhouse into an open grave” (1892), “no 
compromise with dishonor” (1896). When 
Mr. Watterson was very old, and the World 
War began, there flashed through the nation 
the words he set and kept at the Courier- 
Journal's masthead until the armistice: “To

The ‘best of it seems so quickly swallowed 
by the ocean of currency, like waves upon 
the beach, each succeeding the other to ef- 
face its existence. Words, words; even 
thoughts, thoughts, what does it matter?”

ND TO DEMOCRACY 


Three Sections of Council 
of Guidance and Person- 
nel Association in Ses- 
sion. 


How education and vocational 
guidance may best serve in safe- 
guarding democracy was discusse< 
by speakers today at separate meet- 
ings ef the three main organiza- 
tions comprising the American 
Council of Guidance and Personnel 
Associations. The council will open 
its seventh annua] convention to- 
morrow at the Coronado Hotel. 


The meetings are preliminary to 
we vention beginning Saturday 
of the American Association of 
School Administrators which is ex- 
pected to bring 12,000 superintend- 
ents and teachers to St. Louis. 

Three hundred delegates attend- 
ed the opening session yesterday of 
the twenty-fourth annual confer- 
ence of the National Association of 
Deans of Women at Hotel Statler. 
Conventions of the other two main 
council groups, the National Voca- 
tional Guidance Association and 
the American College Personnel As- 
sociation, got under way this morn- 
ing at the Coronado Hotel. All 
of these three meetings will con- 
tinue through Friday with joint ses- 
sions tomorrow morning, afternoon 
and evening at which the groups 
will seek to co-ordinate the various 
services they represent in schools, 
industrial plants and service or- 
ganizations. 

What to Teach Students. 
Speaking before a sectional meet- 
ing of the deans today, Dean Thyrsa 
W. Amos of the University of Pitts- 
burgh urged that educators devote 
more time to teaching students how 
to interpret the values of democracy 
and to t:ink reflectively rather than 
requiring them to learn a jumble of 
dates and statistics which they soon 
forget. 

“Democracy is 
ridiculed on many fronts,”

INQUIRY INTO OWNERSHIP 
OF MARQUETTE AIRLINES 


CAA to Determine Whether Cer- 
tificate for St. Louis-Detroit 
Route Is Legal. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (AP).— 
The Civil Aeronautics Authority or- 
dered an inquiry yesterday to de- 
termine whether Marquette Air- 
lines, Inc., was legally entitled to 
the certificate it obtained in July, 
1939, for its route between St. Louis 
and Detroit, by way of Cincinnati, 

Dayton and Toledo. 

A corporation must be 75 per cent 
owned by American citizens to be 
eligible for a certificate. A state- 
ment of the CAA said: “The Au- 
thority has had its attention called 
to evidence which raises the ques- 
tion whether Marquette was 80 
owned between May 16, 1938, and 
Aug. 22, 1938.“ 

The Authority also announced it 
would hold a hearing on March 12

In Mexico City is the oldest hos- 
pital on the North American conti- 
nent—the Hospital of Jesus of 
Nazareth.

Built on the site of the meet- 
ing of Montezuma and Cortez, 
it has served both the native In- 
dian population and the Spanish 
settlers alike since the day of its

The institution was first called 
the Hospital of Our Lady of the 
Conception, from the church of 
which it was a part. The church is 
still standing alongside the hospi- 
tal. The ashes of Cortez once re- 
posed in this church, Cortez di- 
rected in his last will and testa- 
ment that the hospital and church 
should be finishéd at his cost. The

Mitchell Siporin and Edward -Mill- 
‘man, Who Will Collaborate on St. 
Louis Postoffice Murals, Are Among 
Few True Fresco Artists in America 


By Otto Fuerbringer 


T. LOUIS is recalling its past 
with unparalleled artistic ener- 
gy these days. Its “Brown Dec- 


ade” architecture is being rediscov-. 


ered and preserved on the river- 
front. In front of Union Station a 
mammoth work of sculpture sym- 
bolizing the confluence of the Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri rivers awaits 
unveiling. And in the new Post- 
office some 3000 square feet of bare 
plaster are soon to be filled with a 
pictorial history of the city’s first 
century. 1 

It's probably of little significance, 
but it turns out that the persons 
most directly interested in these 
enterprises happen to be non-St. 
Louisans. The architect who is 
most instrumental in saving the 
early glass and iron structures on 
the riverfront is from Minneapolis 
via Washington. “The Wedding 
of the Rivers,” as everyone knows, 
was sculptured by a Swede now liv- 


ing in Detroit. And the Postoffice 
frescoes will be painted by two 
young Chicagoans who had never 
been in St. Louis until a few days 
ago. 

Being from out of town gives the 
artists, perhaps, a fresh approach 
to the city’s architecture, topog- 
raphy, and history. The latest to 
arrive are Edward Millman and 


Mitchell Siporin, who won the 329, 


000 Postoffice mural competition 
staged by the Treasury Depart- 
ment’s Section on Fire Arts. It 
was the biggest single painting job 
ever offered by the Federal Gov- 
ernment and whereas some artists 
shied away from it because of the 
immensity of work, Millman and 
Siporin tackled the competition in 
stride because they knew how to 
divide the labor. 

They are, probably, the only team 
of top-flight painters in the coun- 
try. Writers collaborate on occa- 
sion, painters hardly ever. There 
are enough similarities in Millman’s 
and Siporin’s backgrounds to per- 
mit them to work together congen- 
ially. The sons of Russian-Jewish 
immigrants, they went to high 
school in Chicago, were scholarship 


‘students at the Chicago Art Insti- 


tute, and were given their real 
chance to paint when the Federal 
Art Project came along. 

They are frank in paying their 
respects to the WPA and to the 
Section on Fine Arts. “If it weren't 
for the Government,” Siporin said, 
“It would take us another 10 or 
20 years to be where we are to- 
day.” Not all ex-WPA artists have 
risen as fast, of course, Millman 
and Siporin won the St. Louis job 
in an anonymous test with 214 oth- 
er painters. — 

Millman, who is 32 years old, is 
five feet, six and three-quarters 
inches tall. He is dark, wide-eyed, 
and deliberate. Siporin, 29, is half 
an inch shorter. He is dark, squint- 
eyed and explosive. 

Millman’s father has been, among 
other things, an automobile dis- 
tributor and a clothing and lumber 
salesman. Millman was born on 
New Year’s eve and for the past 
several years he has given an an-

nual party on the last day of the 
year which is famous among Chi- 
cago artists and has, on occasion 
brought more than 300 to his. stu- 
dio, a remodeled barn on the near 
North Side. : 

After finishing high school Mill- 
man worked for Hearst’s Evening 
American and the Chicago Maga- 
zine as illustrator. When the 1933 
World’s Fair came along he got 
jobs doing murals in the Streets of 
Paris and the Belgian Village. The 
following year he went to Mexico 
and stood around on the scaffold 
while Diego Rivera painted the 
mural in the National Palace in 
Mexico City. Rivera doesn’t take 
any formal pupils, but Millman 
picked up a good deal about the 
mechanics of fresco painting. 


„ 


HEN he got back to Chicago 
W tne Federal Art projects was 

in full swing and he got jobs 
painting murals in the Water Bu- 
reau at City Hall and the foyer at 
Lucy Flower High School. In 1936 
he won the first Treasury competi- 
tion in the state to paint a mural 
in the Molise Postoffice. 

Sipprin, meanwhile, had a some- 
what similar career. His father, 
too, was a sort of jack of all 
trades—selling batteries and lum- 
berjacking out West. After Sipor- 
in finished high school, he studied 
at Crane Municipal College and the 
Art Institute and did some illustrat- 
ing for Esquire and Ringmaster. 
When the WPA began he got mural 


commissions in Bloom Township 


High School and in the gigantic 
new Lane Tech High School. 
Both Millman and Siporin are 
dyed-in-the-wool Chicagoans in the 
artist-writer-liberal tradition. They 
have taught classes at Hull House 
and they have promoted many of 
the symposiums of the Chicago 
Artists’ Congress. In an enthusi- 
astic moment Siporin has said 
that “there’s a potential fresco in 
every poem by Carl Sandburg” 
and he has used portraits of Sand-

burg, Vachel Lindsay, Edgar Lee 
Masters, John P. Altgeld, and Jane 
Addams in his murals. What first 
brought him wide attention was 
a series of 50 pen and ink drawings 
on the Huymarket Riot. 

Two yeers ago Millman and Si- 
porin collaborated with another 
Chicago artist, Edgar Britton, in 
painting three murals in the lobby 
of the Decatur (III.) Postoffice. 
They enjoyed that, liking the way 
the people would come in from the 
farms and hang around to watch 
them work. They liked the people 
with the “eyes that look out be- 
yond the prairie” and they worked 
them into their murals. 


When the competition for the 
St. Louis ‘mural was announced. 
Millman ang Siporin spent three 
months digging up St. Louis and 
Missouri history and making their 
sketches. Their material they 
found in ‘Chicago libraries. Their 
sketches were a simple non-revo- 
lutionary retelling of the highlights 
of Missoui history from the first 
lead mining around Ste. Genevieve 
to the reconstruction period after 
the Civil War. 

They dcan’t, of course, work on 
the same painting. Millman will 
paint the five 29 by 9 foot panels 
on the south wall of the lobby and 
Siporin will do the four on the 
north wall plus the two at the east 
and west. ends. Their styles are 
similar enough to prevent any dis- 
heartening: contrast. They combine 
an admiration for the early Ren- 
aissance painters with a spare, 
modern idiom. a 

The original sketches will be 
somewhat revised, but the story in 
the mural is well outliged in them. 
Siporin leads off with a panel show- 
ing “Renault's diggings” at Ste. 
Genevieve, some fur traders, and 
the landing at St. Louis of La- 
clede, Mme. Chouteau, and Auguste 
Chouteau. His second panel com- 
prises the defense of St. Louis 
against the British in 1780, a heroic 
figure of George Rogers, Clark, and 
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the coming of Daniel Boone from 
Kentucky. 

Millman then takes over with a 
picturization of Col. Rufus Easton 
opening the first Postoffice in 
1804 and of Amos Stoddard presid- 
ing on the Day of Three Flags,“ 
when the Louisiana Territory was 
turned over to the union. He con- 
tinues with a group called the 
“Struggle for Statehood,” which 
shows the constitutional conven- 
tion, Joseph Charless getting out 
the first newspaper, and the coming 
of the various religious groups. His 
next panel is a full-scale descrip- 
tion of the riverfront in St. Louis’ 
booming days before the Civil War. 

Then follows the “Development of 
the Mississippi Valley,“ with 
Manuel Lisa getting furs from the 
trappers, flatboatmen putting out 
for New Orleans, and pack trains 
leaving for the West. His fifth 
panel depicts Political and Eco- 
nomic Trends”—the Mormons are 
run out of the state, Thomas Hart 
Benton makes a stump speech, and 
the Dred Scott decision is handed 
down,

ERE Siporin takes up the story 
with a vivid panel full of strife, 
John Brown makes a border 
raid and the State is divided for 
Civil War. Portraits in this section 
will include those of Gen, Clasborne 
Jackson, Gen. Jo Shelby, Gen. 
Nathaniel Lyon, Col. Frank P. 
Blair, Franz Sigel and Gen. H. 8.

The story closes with Siporin’s 
fourth panel showing reconstruc- 
tion: the railroad is rebuilt, the 
State University looms in the back- 
ground, and portraits of the State's 
nineteenth century great come to 
the fore. There are Mark Twain, 
Caleb Bingham, James Rollins, 
Carl Schurz and Joseph Pulitzer. 
The two spaces at the far ends of 
the lobby will get allegorical treat- 
ment. 

Millman and Siporin were in St. 
Louis to get pictures of the 30 char- 
acters whose portraits will appear 
in the paintings and to have a 
look at the city. They pronounced 
the space alloted them “a mural 
painter’s dream.” Between now 


and October they will be making 
occasional trips here from Chicago, . 


where they will be planning their 
full-scale sketches. In October they 
will move here, set up their scaf- 
folds, and begin what will be about 
a year’s job of painting. 
Millman and Siporin are among 
the dozen true fresco painters in

America. Their mural will go right 
on the wet plaster, not on canvas 
or some sort of prepared board. 
The present bare spots on the lob- 
by walls will get five coats of plas- 
ter before the final one on which 


the two men will paint. They have 


an expert plasterer as assistant who 
slaps. on as many square feet of 
damp plaster as they will paint each 
day.

N THE history of 838 

American painting Millman and 

Siporin occupy an enviable spot. 
They are a full generation behind 
Benton, Curry and Wood and two 
generations behind men like John 
Sloan. They have profited from all. 
They didn’t have to come back from 
Europe to discover the American 
scene because they never have 
been abroad. They live in the Mid- 
die West, they know it well, they 
paint it, and they intend to stay 
there. 

They have a high seriousness, 
but they also have fun. Siporin 
just had his first one-man show in 
New York, selling one of his paint- 
ings to Smith College. The Mu- 
seum of Modern Art bought his en- 
try in the New York World’s Fair. 
Millman’s New York show will 
come this spring. The two are 
incessant talkers, taking all sub- 
jects as their province. Siporin, 
who plays piano and the guitar, 
can sit for hours listening to swing 
music, in which he prefers the Chi- 
cago style. 

Siporin has a good idea for the 
next artists’ party he goes to. He’s 
going to paint a takeoff on Ben- 
ton’s famous “Susanna and the El- 
ders” and call it “Benton and the 
Elders.” It will show two old 
spinsters taking a peek at Benton, 
naked as a jaybird in the old swim- 


min’ hole.

As may easily be seen, the bid- 
ding was questionable on the part 
of at least three players. North 
had no opening bid to start with 
and, in fact, the hand should have 
been passed out. East's overcall, 
even though he had a six card 
suit, had no particular point, and 
West's diamond raise on only two 
diamonds, even though they were 
the ace-king, was unjustified. South, 
with almost an opening bid, was 
correct in taking strong action and 
his two no trump bid probably was 
the best at his command despite 
the fact he had no diamond stop- 
per. North’s raise to three was an 
example of pure optimism. 

West's first lead was consistent 
with his subsequent poor defense. 
Instead of laying down the dia- 
mond king he opened the five of 
hearts (since he selected a heart he 
should have led the top of his in- 
complete sequence), dummy ducked, 
and East, after profound thought, 
played the jack, clearly tipping off 
the fact that he held the ace, since 


otherwise he would have had noth- 


ing to think about. Declarer won 
with the queen and ran off five 
club tricks. West's discarding on 
the last three clubs was incon- 
ceivably bad: he let go three 
spades,. keeping all of his hearts, 
since he, too, was convinced that 
his partner had the ace and he 
hoped to get in with the diamond 
honor to lead through dummy’s 
king. But the declarer had care- 


fully watched the discards and now — 


all he had to do was to lay down 
the ace of spades, felling West's 
lone queen, after which the 10 of 
spades forced out East's remain- 
ing stopper in the suit. From that 
point there was no defense: East 
returned a diamond and West now 
led the 10 of hearts, but dummy 
simply ducked and the ace had to 
be played. Thus, declarer stole a 
game by taking in five clubs, two 
hearts, one spade, and one dia- 
mond.
